Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  year  19^3* 

To  cope  with  extra  work  in  the  Department  an  additional 
Health  Inspector,  Mr*  Ainsworth  was  appointed,  and  took  up  duties  on 
28th  April, 

During  the  year  there  were  189  births,  a  birth  rate  of  15®2 
lower  than  national  rate  of  18»2  per  1,000  populatioHo  The  illegitimate 
birth  rate  was  11*6  per  cent  of  total  live  births,  194  deaths  occurred, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  15*^  higher  than  national  rate  of  12'’2  per  1,000 
population,  80^  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65,  8  deaths  occurred 
in  children  under  1  year,  due  to  prematurity  and  extreme  prematurity. 

Infectious  diseases  notified  were  193>  measles  accounting  for 
most  in  first  quarter,  no  dangerous  infection  occurred. 

Demolition  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  4  houses,  one  of 
which  was  demolished.  Applications  were  received  and  granted  in 
respect  of  8  houses,  4  standard  and  4  discretionary.  Overcrowding  was 
relieved  in  3  cases,  21  persons  being  concerned.  The  number  of  caravan 
sites  licensed  remains  17#  accommodating  1,984  vans.  Sites  are  being 
brought  up  to  standards  of  model  bye-laws. 

The  two  open-air  swimming  pools  are  fitted  with  continuous 
mechanical  filtration  and  chlorinated,  regular  samples  submitted  to  the 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  were  satisfactory. 

Food  premises  were  visited  regularly  to  ensure  good  standard 
of  hygiene  was  maintained,  and  100515  meat  inspection.  It  is  most 
pleasing  to  visit  food  premises  on  the  Foreshore  and  Tower  Esplanade, 

The  high  standard  of  hygiene  obtained  by  the  erection  and  lay-out  of 
these  buildings  is  most  gratifying, 

'  Water  supplies  to  the  town  continue  to  come  from  Springs  at 

Orby,  Welton  and  Candlesby,  These  waters  do  not  show  any  sign  of 
organic  pollution  on  regular  sampling.  The  supply  was  satisfactory  and 
adequate. 


In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  in  the  Department  and  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  staff  for  their  co-operation,

Dental  Clinic,

Ultra  Violet  Light,

Some  maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  Louth 
County  Hospital  and  Grimsby  General  Hospital,  Some  medical  are  admitted 
to  Boston  General  Hospital  and  Wyberton  West  Hospital,  Some  surgical  cases 
are  admitted  to  Louth  County  Hospital  and  Lincoln  County  Hospital,  paediatric 
cases  are  admitted  to  Boston  General, 

Infectious  Diseases, 

Patients  suffering  from  these  diseases  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals  at  Boston,  Lincoln  and  Grimsby, 

X-Ray  Facilities, 

X-Ray  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Skegness  and  District  Hospital, 
Laboratory  Facilities, 

Laboratory  services  are  provided  by  the  Lincoln  Branch  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service, 

Welfare  Services, 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  local  Health  Authority  to  provide  accommodation  for 
aged  and  infirm  persons  who  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  This 
accommodation  is  provided  by  the  local  Health  Authority  in  other  districts 
of  the  County,  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  this 
Act  during  the  year. 

Convalescence, 

There  are  two  Convalescent  Hospitals  in  the  district,  one  Male  and 
one  Female,  convalescence  to  these  Hospitals  is  arranged  through  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board, 

Nurseries, 

A  Voluntary  Day  Nursery  is  established  by  Councillor  Mrs  Barratt 
providing  accommodation  for  thirty  children  between  the  ages  of  six  months 
to  five  years.  It  is  open  from  May  to  September  and  affords  an 
opportunity  to  Mothers  for  seasonal  employment. 

Another  special  feature  of  this  Nurseiy,  accommodation  is  provided 
daily  for  children  from  8,0  a,m,,  to  6,0  p,m,,  during  the  year  whose  Mothers 
are  temporarily  ill,  or  have  to  go  to  hospital  for  confinement  or  other 
illness.  This  arrangement  enables  the  Father  to  follow  his  normal 
employment.- 

Ambulance  Service, 

There  is  one  Ambulance  Station  in  the  district,  this  service  is 
administered  by  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
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Children's  Act,  1948. 

By  the  provision  of  this  Act,  certain  classes  of  children  come  under 
the  care  of  the  Children's  Department  of  the  County  Council,  This  Dejiartment 
is  responsible  for  children  who  are  for  various  reasons  deprived  of  normal 
care  of  their  parents. 

Training  Centre. 

A  Training  Centre  is  provided  in  the  district  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  for  children  excluded  from  the  School  System  under  Section  57(3)  of 
the  Education  Act,  1944,  This  centre  provides  training  for  children  from 
Alford,  Skegness  Urban  and  Spilsby  Rural  Districts,

^^daIn  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  work  for  Year  19^3» 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  an  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  was  appointed,  and  this  has  gone  some  way  towards  getting 
the  work  of  the  Department  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Unfortunately, 
the  advantages  of  aa  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  are  being  nullified  by 
the  ever  increasing  duties  which  are  being  placed  on  the  Department, 

Refuse  Collection. 


During  the  year  refuse  collection  and  disposal  was  handed  back  to  the 
Public  Health  Department,  after  having  been  in  the  capable  hands  of  the 
Surveyor  for  one  year.  It  was  necessary  to  devote  a  considerable  amount  of 
time  to  refuse  collection  in  order  that  a  complete  re-organisation  of  the 
rounds  could  be  effected.  Work  was  started  on  the  filling  of  the  Lincoln 
Road  Brick  Pit.  Approximately  7,000,000  gallons  of  water  were  pumped  out, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  re-filling  with  refuse  was  making  satisfactory 
progress.  When  completed,  a  dangerous  stretch  of  water  will  have  been 
eliminated  and  a  useful  piece  of  land  will  have  been  re-claimed. 

Public  Abattoir. 

Some  improvements  were  made  by  the  conversion  of  a  lair  into  a  gut  room, 
and  by  provision  of  hot  water  in  the  slaughter- hall  and  hanging  room.  The 
provision  of  a  new  abattoir  has  been  given  further  consideration  by  the 
Council . 

Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  year  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  came  into  force,  and  as 
a  result  it  was  necessary  to  devote  more  time  to  meat  inspection,  and  the 
amount  of  overtime  worked  by  yoiir  Inspectors  was  further  increased. 

Housing. 

It  was  possible  to  devote  a  little  more  time  to  housing  this  year  and  as  a 
result  four  demolition  orders  were  made,  and  there  was  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  houses  repaired  as  a  result  of  informal  action.  Houses  in 
Multiple  Occupation  received  attention  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  a  number 
of  the  poorer  type  prop)erties  have  been  considerably  improved,  without  the 
necessity  of  formal  action. 

Food  Hygiene, 

More  food  premises  have  been  inspected  and  a  number  of  improvements 
carried  out.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  give  this  part  of  our 
work  more  attention  in  the  future. 

Sampling, 

Regular  samples  of  bathing  and  paddling  pool  water  have  enabled  us  to 
ensure  that  the  use  of  all  such  establishments  in  the  district  were  safe, 
Periodical  samples  of  sea  water  have  revealed  no  pollution.  Frequent 
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samples  of  ice  cream  enabled  us  to  obtain  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness,  and 
to  ensure  that  this  commodity  could  be  consumed  safely, 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Fellow  Officials  in  all  Departments  and  Members  of  the  Staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  loyal  support  and  co-operation.
